New Delhi, the 16th November 1959 

G.S.R. 1254 . —The following Rules which have been made by the Joint Com¬ 
mittee constituted under sub-section (1) of Section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances 
of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), after consultation with the 
Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred on it by clause (f) of sub¬ 
section (3) of the said section, and have been approved and confirmed by the 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, 
as required by sub-section (4) of that section, are published for general informa¬ 
tion:— 

THE MEDICAL FACILITIES (MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT) RULES, 1659 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Medical 
Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 1959. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 16th November, 1969. 

2 . Medical facilities admissible. —Members of Parliament shall be entitled to 
the same medical facilities as are available to Officers of the Central Civil Service, 
Class I, having their headquarters In Delhi or New Delhi, under the Contributory 
Health Service Scheme for Central Government employees, contained in the 
Ministry of Health Memorandum No. F.6(I)-l/54-Hosp„ dated the 1st May, 1954 , 
as in force for the time being. 

8. Contribution. —A compulsory monthly contribution shall be levied from 
every such member on the basis of his salary at the same rate as would be payable 
by a Government servant drawing pay equal to the salary of the Member and 
such contribution shall be recoverable from the monthly salary bill of the Member.
